n setting forth that they hail 
witnessed a lest of the road and 
the result was very satisfactory. 
The roadway proper is formed of 
a gravel or broken stone surface 
divided into section* by means of 
transverse lines or layer stOJMR) 
which are flush with the surface. 
These lines of stone tend to make 
the gravel or intermediate mate- 
rial proof against local disturbance 
from the inordinately heavy vehi- 
cle wheel* or from the action of 
rushing water. 

Each side of the roadbed is 
flanked by a gutter, fllled in with 
broken stone or cobblestone*, which 
provides a curblike structure U> 
prevent the gravel from being 
unduly spread by the constant ac- 
tion of the wheels. The roadbed 
is slightly curving along the cen- 
ter, with a slight channel along 
the edges, where at suitable inter- 
vals are constructed blind drains 
that allow the water to escape in 
the adjacent soil. On an incline 
a series of oblique or transverse 
breakers or dams are made to tl 
fleet the water aside before it has 

attained sufficient rolume and 

momentum to be injurious.

The Mason-Foard Imbroglio.

Tho lessees 
claim that the state really owes 
them, and thus it will be at once 
soon that the controversy i* a pretty 
broad one.

Jeff 
entered the house and immediately 
commenced o row with Sam, who 
it appears did all he could to ovoid 
trouble, ami said to his brother. 
"Jeff. I hsve nothing against you 
and do not wont any trouble." At 
this moment Jesse come in with 
his hand in his pocket, approached 
Sum and octixl as if he was going 
to draw a pistol, whereupon Sam 
shot him in the breast. At this 
instant Jeff soid "g — d— you, you 
hove shot Jess," and pulling his 
pistol fired at Sam, first shot miss- 
ing, second shot taking effect in or 
near the heart, and as Sam begon 
to foil he idiot at Jeff, tho ball 
striking a button and glancing off. 

After Sam had follen to the floor 

d expired, Jeff emptied hi* pis- 
tol at him, one shot taking effect in 
his shoulder. Jeff immediately 
left the premises and is still at 
large, heavily armed. Deputy Sher- 
iff Phipps and a posse are in 
pursuit, and in all probability he 
will be captured In a short while. 

It is sincerely hoped that this 
may end the trouble heretofore 
existing.

Forty Thousand PltlMa Marshaled on th» 

Hhnro »r the ,, bOS, 

The Gin 11 fa Causeway la situated at 
I lie northern extremity of County An- 
trim, a short distance from Post Kush. 
Ireland. It consists of countless hosts 
basaltic pillars, varying In shape 
n a pentagon to an actagon, the uv- 
rage length of each column or pillar 
ing abont eighty feet -the whole 
■tackud so closely together that a knife 

illy lie inserted bet ween 

them. 

Rut tho formation of those plllara la 
not the least wonderful part about 
them, for, although they may be 
counted by thousands and tens of 
thousands, each column is fashioned* 
with a symmetry that suggests a ma- 
son's hondiwork. Their composition is 
a perfect fusion of one-half tlinty 
earth, one-quarter lime and clay, and 
onc-quurlcr almost pure Iron— each 
pillar being divided Into regular 
lengths or joints, which eome together 
as a perfect natural ball and aooket 
union. Although to be found In small 
detachments (imbedded in the ollff, 
sands etc. ) for some distance along the 
shore, the principal aggregation form- 
ing tho cuuseways proper consist of 
three projections or tongues known aa 
Little, Middle and Grand causeways 

These singular columns sre of differ- 
ent lengths, ss hss already been 
hinted, and present an astonishing ap- 
pearance as they stand, an army of at 
least forty thousand strong, marshaled 
ou t hs shores of Erin ss If ever ready to do 
battle with the rising tide. One portion 
of this msrvslous nstursl f resk is known 
as "Lord Antrim's Parlor;" other 
sections by such nsmes ss "The Giant's
